For Interesting Heading Mnttcraeo pngo 

The mpro wo look at tho liBfc of 
appointed members of tbe Legislative 
Council, tho more wo are convinced 
there is nothing to hopo (or from tho 
deliberations of that august body dnrf. 
ing the approaohing session. Instead 
of fulfilling tho liberal pledgo which 
Governor Seymour gave when assum- 
ing control of tho unitod Colonies two 
years ago — t^ i ; alize and popularize 
the only legislative body in the Colony 
bo that he might govern tho country 
according to tho "well understood 
wishes of the people" — wo find that 
he has failed to call about him one 
gentleman who reprosonts either of 
tho thrco largo classes ot our tax- 
payers. It was understood that tho 
unpopular composition of tho first 
Legislative Council was meroly pro- 
visional — so arranged to assist in the 
task of "bringing ordor out of chaos" 
and putting the machinery of Govern- 
ment in running condition, We pro- 
tested at tho time against tho one- 
sided political charactor of tho Coun- 
cil his Ezcolloncy called about him . 
but were silenced by the liberal pledgo 
of the Governor, whioh at tho very 
first opportunity ho violates. If our 
merchants, farmers and minors wore 
other than tho energetio, able and 
loyal men they are — if thoy had not 
proved by their ability and persovor- 
ance — by tho investment of capital in 
the (Jolony, and by tho success which 
has attended their labors that thoy 
are well qualified to suggost ways and 
means for the Government of tho 
Colony, to assist in regulating tho 
publio expenditure, and to state plain- 
ly the wants and wishes of the classes 
from whom tho bulk of taxation is 
raised — there would bo little room for 
complaint. But when it is notorious 
that these olassos embrace men who 
would bring Into tho Cot ncil all those 
qualities which honorably distinguish 
them in the prosecution of their pur., 
■uits, and whoso strong common sense 
and Bound practioal advice would in- 
fine into tbe Government of the Col- 
ony en element of strongth of whioh 
it bae long siood in need, and inspire 
the public with oonfidenco towards tho 
Executive whore now it ontortainB 
naught but distrust and joalousy— we 
cannot but regret, for tho sako of tho 
Colony and tho reputation of tho 
Government, that none oftho appoint- 
ed members have been drawn from 
those classes. At its last session tho 
Connoil passed a resolution requesting 
a moro liberal Constitution. Tho 
Governor could of courso only com- 
municate that resolution to tho Im- 
perial Government. Ho has not tho 
power to alter tho Constitution ; but 
he could have mot tho wishes of tho 
people by liberalizing tho Council so 
far as lay in his power in tho selection 
of tho membors that fall to his ohoioo 
from the popular rank, instead of 
drawing them from tho official and 
professional classes which were al- 
ready moro than Well repreBonted. 
It was Mr Bumble we think, who, 
being told that tho law supposod him 
to bo responsible for tho notions of his 
wife and capable of controlling them, 
replied, "If tho law supposes that, the 
law's a hass !'' Now, if thore bo any 
man in this community who expects 
liberal measures to flow from a Council 
composed like that whioh is shortly 
to meet hero, cr who imagines thai 
the selected members will oxorciso tho 
leaBt control over the deliberations or 
votes of that body, wo will not go so 
far as Mr Bumble, but we will nay that 
wo pity his simplicity and mourn ovor 
the lamontably small stock of common 
sense bequeathed him by his ancestors. 
To the Government wo would say, do 
oco thing or tho othor, Jio oithor 
liberal or illiberal. Don't oaoillato bo- 
tweon tho two. Make your cboico and 
Btlck to it. -But lot us have no moro 
hypocri:y nor liberal professions which 
there is no intontion of fulfilling. 

The late Archbishop of Canterbury 
(whose demise haB been previously an* 
nounced) had roachod the advanced 
ago of 74. Ho was tho bon of tho Re- 
cordor of Roohcstor, and was educated 
at Oxford, whoro ho distinguished 
himself an a first class in classics. Ho 
was aftorwards head master of Har- 
row Sohool, in which post ho remained 
till 1836, when ho was appointed the 
first Bishop of llipon. Ho was trans- 
lated to Durham in 185G, and on tho 
death of Archbishop Musgravo, in 
I860, to York. In 1862, on tho death 
of Archbishop Sumner, Dr Langloy 
waB appointed to tho Soo of Cantor., 
bury. Ho was l J rimato of all Eng- 
laud, and among tho o hor honors ho 
poBsossod was ibat of Patron of 
feing'a Collego, Nova Scotia. His 
death loit another valuablo piooo of 
patronago at tho disposal of Mr Dis- 
raeli, as tho soo is ot tho annual valuo 
of £15,000, and tho Arohbishop is tho 
Patron ol 177 BiehopB.
